This is due to the fact. that 
coal is such an important factor in 
the manufacture of cement and the 
United S{ates mills are advantag- 
ously situated in close proximity to 
the great American coal fields, thus 
matcrially reducing the cost of one 
of the largest items of expense in 
the manufacture of cement, 

The independent mills very. wisely 
came to an understanding whereby 
they jointly appointed a sales agent, 
who has so thoroughly organized his 
sales and delivery systems that ce- 
ment may be delivered to any point, 
from the’ closest mill, in accordance 
with the natural laws: of commerce, 
thus eliminating unecessary. long 
hauls, and“ tliereby bringing the cost 
of delivery to'a minimum. 

Both the merger and the independ. 
ent companies (through their sales 
agents) have launched ot into great 
educational campaigns with the pur- 
pose of increasing the consumption oi 
cement by the farming community 
and the lay public, thus demonstrat- 
ing that both branches of the ‘indus- 
try are proceeding to increase thei 
outputs rather than abnormally raise 
prices. 

The conditions under which cement 
is sold in Canada to-day, may. be 
termed most favorable Because of 
the stability of prices, the architect 
and engineer are safe in making thei 
estimates, the . contractor is ‘sale in 
making his tender, the dealer 1s 
protected in muking his purchasés 
and the consumer ig given a standaid 
product’ at a reasonable cost, plus a 
minimum freight rate, made possible 
through following the natural law 
of commerce, The general public is 
being Served through the, undoubted, 
future increase in the adoption of 
cement as a structural element. ir: 
place of inflammable and unstable 
materials, promoted through the sys- 
tematic campaigns of instruction now 
being carried on by both sections of 
the industry. 
_ As long as the cement interests con 
tinue to develop the industry along 
these lines, as long as their policy 
continues to be constructive they are 
eserving of the good will and su, 
port of the Canadian building public. 
But should they ever become over- 
confident of their entrenchments and 
undertake a policy of coercion, they 
will have dropped the bone for the 
Shadow,

TINWARE 


E HEAR much of the “little 

W leaks” in kitchen economy 

which make the ‘big hole” in 
the household expenses. One of these 
little things is the mending of the 
numerous articles of tinware in use 
in kitchen, a simple process which is 
often attended with a great deal of 
inconvenience when the article must 
be sent from home for mending, but 
which the cook or housekeeper can 
easily accomplish with a little prac» 
tice. 

Buy 6 cents worth of muriatic acid, 
and put into it all the gine it will 
dissolve. Straps of zinc may probably 
be secured from the oilshop. 

Purchase 10 cents worth ‘of hard 
solder. Whenever a leak makes its 
appearance in any of the tinware, 
Scrape off any rust that may be round 
it, then drop some of the acid upon it 


‘to clean it; cut off a plece of the sol- 
dering and place it upon the hole, an 

hold, the vessel over a burning lamp, 
or any flame where the leak may be 


exposed to heat, until the solder melts 
and spreads enough to cover the hole; 
then remove and hold in position until 
the solder cools enough to harden. 

. If it is necessary to mend any part 
of the tinware that cannot be exposed 
to the flame or stove heat, have an 
fron spoon in which to melt the sol- 
der; treat the leak in the same man- 
ner as to cleaning and applying the 
acid; have a poker made hot and hold 
it on the leak until the parts around 


are heated, and then pour the solder 


on. 

Our grandmothers used to prevent 
the wearing of the bottoms of pans 
and kettles by putting legs of pewter 
on them, and we could make our tin- 
ware last much longer by putting legs 
of solder on all that is not to be 
used on the stove. All that is neces- 
sary is to clean a place with the acid, 


mélt some solder in a spoon, and pour 
it on slowly, letting it harden until 
the little knobs or 8 are large 
enough to be serviceable. 


RELIEF WORK PRESSED ON BRASS 


name implies from. beaten brass- 

work and from the art of the 
piercer, and it requires especial de- 
signe of very. siight complication ae 
to outline to bring about the best re- 
sults. 

The work is, im the main, ‘a mere ef- 
fect of work, and this is brought about, 
so far as the design goes, by a few 
dashy strokes of the pencil, which pro- 
duce large patches of forms with oc- 
casional tiny marks as a_ variation, 

To be practical, let us commence with 
the price of the material, which, in 
either brass or copper, is to be had in 
twelve, fourteen or sixteen inch’ width
